LAUNCH 
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Housing shelter bid 
for rough sleepers

A MOVE to create an ‘interim 
housing shelter’ could help get 
rough sleepers off the streets. 

After the deaths of Tony Porter and 
Patrick Allen, who were both known 
to the homeless community, the 
Conservative Party is looking to 
build emergency temporary 
accommodation for about 30 
people, if it comes into power in May. 

The council has already agreed 
plans for a ‘one stop shop’, where the 
homeless would be able to access 
several services in one place. But the 
Conservatives feel it is wrong that 
people are still sleeping rough. 

Cllr Alice Bramall, Conservative 
councillor for Danesborough and 
Walton, told OneMK: “We don’t think 
it’s acceptable that people are 
sleeping on the streets. We want to 
see this reduce and to also stop 
people living in bed and breakfasts. 

“Socially it’s damaging and it’s also 
very expensive and not the best use 
of taxpayers’ money.” 

The idea for the interim housing 
shelter would see an element of 
support on site for people staying 
there. 

And the Conservatives feel the plan 
is a realistic one given the land the 
council currently owns. 

“The council has existing proper¬ 
ties that could be converted easily 
and in a cost-effective way,” Cllr 
Bramall explained. 

“There’s no reason why this 
problem couldn’t have been solved 
earlier, it makes no sense to me.” 

But not everyone agrees it is the 
right course of action. 

Labour leader, Cllr Pete Marland 
said: “There are a lot of schemes 
looking at ultimately giving people a 
place to stay, which don’t fundamen¬ 
tally tackle the cause. I’m not sure

putting a lot of homeless people in 
one place is the greatest idea but of 
course we need to work cross-party.” 

And the Milton Keynes YMCA 
thinks it is already offering the same 
service for the homeless. 

Director of operations Simon Green 
said: “That is exactly the service that 
MK YMCA has been providing for 
years and which MK Council has just 
stopped funding - an emergency 
access hostel for 23 people per night. 

“Maybe the council’s left hand 
doesn’t know what the right hand is 


doing!” On Monday protestors were 
outside a meeting at MK YMCA, 
which parliamentary under 
secretary of state for communities 
and local government, MP Marcus 
Jones, attended. 

They were calling for more to be 
done to help the homeless. 

And the Liberal Democrats feel 
homelessness should be prioritised. 
Party leader Cllr Douglas McCall 
said: “We would tackle it three ways 
- by making sure affordable housing 
targets are strictly enforced, by 


building a new hostel and by 
working with the voluntary sector to 
maximise the input they have, as 
they do an excellent job helping the 
homeless.” 

Maria Porter, the sister of Tony 
Porter, who was tragically found 
dead outside The Church of Christ 
the Cornerstone, added: “Providing a 
safe place for the homeless commu¬ 
nity is a great step, but I believe more 
needs to be done to join up support 
services that may assist them in 
moving off the streets for good.”

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Prisoners avoid 
jail term after 
Woodhill chase 

TWO prisoners who forced a 
fellow inmate they thought was 
‘a snitch' to jump from a prison 
landing to escape them have 
avoided being sent back to jail. 

Romahn Richards shattered 
his ankle after jumping from a 
second floor landing to get away 
from Lance Hasdell and Lewis 
Kelly. 

The pair had gone into his 
Woodhill prison cell on January 
13, 2015 because they were 
worried he was going to report 
them to officials. 

Hasdell and Kelly were 
initially charged with causing 
grievous bodily harm, an 
offence they denied. 

When their case came to 
court for trial an alternative 
charge of affray was offered, 
to which they both pleaded 
guilty. 

Last Wednesday the pair 
avoided being sent back to 
prison when an Aylesbury 
Crown Court judge said he 
wanted to give them a second 
chance after hearing they had 
both turned their lives around 
since being freed from jail. 

Kelly, of Willow Road, West 
Bridgford, Nottinghamshire, 
and Hasdell, of Wesleyan Road, 
Peterborough, both had their 
16-month prison sentences 
suspended for 18 months. 

They will also have to do 150 
hours of unpaid work and were 
ordered to pay £150 in costs. 

Hasdell will undergo 
supervision for 18 months.

New schools 
a ‘barmy’ idea

SCHOOLCHILDREN face long walks 
along grubby redways twice a day after 
plans for new schools were approved. 

Planning permission has been grant¬ 
ed for two schools in Kents Hill, despite 
the majority of the students set to travel 
from Beanhill, Netherfield, 
Ashland, Simpson and 
Tinkers Bridge. 

Milton Keynes Council 
has released details of how 
long it will take to walk to 
the schools and this week 
OneMK tried it out for 
ourselves. It took an hour 
from Netherfield and 
went under several rundown 
redways, which may encourage chil¬ 
dren to cross busy grid roads instead. 


Speaking at the meeting when the 
council’s development control commit¬ 
tee approved the plans, Cllr John Bint 
described it as ‘inherently barmy’, 
while Cllr Andrew Buckley raised 
concerns over how long it would take 
children to get to school. 

OneMK asked the council to look at 
the redways as part of our Walk Safe 
campaign, which aims to make 
them more user-friendly. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We have a graffiti removal 
team who respond to 
reports across the bor¬ 
ough. If residents report it 
the crew will programme it 
in for removal. 

“We’ve also asked our con¬ 
tractor to dispatch a crew to check for 
litter, broken glass, etc and clear any 
up, as well as checking for graffiti.”

Family tragedy 
on Boxing Day

A GRANDAD ran over his 
two-year-old grandson in a 
tragic Boxing Day accident, 
an inquest heard yesterday. 

The family have been left 
heartbroken after Jack Smith 
died from serious head 
trauma at Milton Keynes 
University Hospital on 
December 26, 2015. 

Grandfather Charlie Gaskin, 
from Calverton Caravan Site, 
was going to pop to the shops 
in his Ford Transit when the 
tragedy happened. 

As he manoeuvred out of his 


parking space Jack, who was 
toddling behind, fell under 
the rear wheel. 

Senior coroner Tom Osborne 
said: “I am a granddad myself 
to a two-year-old grandson 
and cannot even begin to 
understand what trauma this 
has caused to the family. 

“Every Boxing Day here after 
will never be the same.” 

Speaking at the inquest, 
attended by the tearful 
family, PC Adrian White from 
Thames Valley Police’s 
collision investigation unit 
believed the accident was 
‘unavoidable’. 

“Children had been playing 


out all day on the site and a 
children’s play area,” he said. 
“Many of the children wanted 
to go with him but he could 
only take two. The collision 
was unavoidable even if [Mr 
Gaskin] had seen [Jack] as his 
concentration was on 
manoeuvring the vehicle and 
the children elsewhere. 

“There was no evidence Mr 
Gaskin had tried to clean the 
vehicle. There were scratches 
underneath but these looked 
like they were from children 
using it like a chalk board.” 

Coroner Osborne concluded 
that Jack died as a result of an 
accident.

Hitler cipher display

AN EXTREMELY rare Lorenz 
SZ42 - described as Hitler’s 
‘unbreakable’ cipher 
machine - is now on display 
at The National Museum of 
Computing (TNMOC). 

It is estimated about 200 
Lorenz machines were in 
existence during the Second 
World War, but only four are 
known to have survived. 

The particular machine 
now at TNMOC, based at 
Bletchley Park, was used at 
the German headquarters in 
Norway at Lillehammer, 


north of Oslo, and is believed 
to have received the final 
surrender instruction 
message at 24:00 on May 8 
1945, marking the end of the 
war. 

Andy Clark, chairman of 
TNMOC, said: “We are 
enormously grateful to the 
Norwegian Armed Forces 
Museum for its generous 
loan. It completes a truly 
unique set at TNMOC and 
helps bring further life to the 
story that we have always 
wanted to tell as clearly and 
dynamically as possible. 

“The technologies at the 
core of the Lorenz story are at 


the very heart of our modern 
world, so the narrative is as 
relevant today as it was then.” 

The breaking of the 
top-secret Lorenz messages 
of German High Command is 
credited with shortening the 
war and saving countless 
lives. 

The creation of the Colossus 
machine in 1944 by Tommy 
Flowers reduced the decrypt 
time from hours to weeks to 
undermined the Nazis. 

A reunion of Colossus veter¬ 
ans and relatives of those 
connected with the breaking 
of Lorenz is to be held at 
TNMOC later this spring.

Fears over poisoned 
biscuits in play park

A DOG owner is warning 
others and parents after 
poisonous dog biscuits are 
believed to have been 
planted in dog walking spots 
and nearby play parks.

She 
was on antibiotics for four 
days. 

“But since then I have seen 
piles of biscuits in the same 
places and I kick them into 
the bushes. 

“Every day there are new 
piles when I go walking at 
about 6am. 

“I have also noticed them on 
Crownhill football field on 
the corners of the pitches and

“The biscuits just look like 
normal Pedigree chum dried 
biscuits and they are put out 
in big piles the size of a dinner 
plate.” 

Mr Gaudie added that one of 
his neighbour’s dogs was also 
taken ill after it is believed 



they also ate the biscuits and 
the pet had to be carried 
home.

Prison term will ‘be 
warning to burglars’

A 44 -YEAR- OLD man has 
been jailed for three years 
for two burglaries following 
a ‘priority investigation’ by 
police. 

After pleading guilty on 
Monday, April 4 to two counts 
of burglary in Olney, Anthony 
Ash, from Booth Meadow 
Court, Northampton, was 
sentenced at Aylesbury 
Crown Court on the same 
day. 

The sentence was handed to 
him following the burglaries 
at properties in Hipwell Court 
and Spinney Hill Road 
between February 12 and 
February 14 this year. 

Ash forced entry into the 
properties while the 
occupants were away and 
stole numerous items. 

Thames Valley Police had 
been investigating the 
burglaries as a matter of 
urgency and say the 
sentencing will now act as a 
warning to other burglars. 

Investigating officer Det 
Con Chris Bigg said: “This 
significant sentencing is a

reflection of the high level of 
community impact that Ash’s 
crimes had on Olney. 

“A number of residents in 
the town became concerned 
by Ash’s burglaries, which 
Thames Valley Police investi¬ 
gated as a matter of priority. 

“We also issued crime pre¬ 
vention advice to members of 
the community, undertook 
reassurance patrols and 


organised a community 
meeting at which our officers 
answered questions from 
members of the public. 

“The sentence will serve as a 
warning to others who think 
they can commit these kinds 
of crimes and get away with 
them - as this case proves 
that they will not.” 

As previously reported by 
OneMK, a packed public 
meeting at the beginning of 
March was held to try to 
reassure residents following 
the number of burglaries in 
the town. 

They also included five 
burglaries overnight from 
February 24-25 in which 
Olney Pre-school in High 
Street and Cafe Rosco 
in Fountain Court were 
targeted. 

The number of burglaries in 
Olney has also been high¬ 
lighted in a report by 
MoneySupermarket. 

It looked at the number of 
insurance claims for theft of 
property from the home and 
named Olney in the top 20 
burglary hotspots in the UK. 
If London was taken out of 
the equation, Olney would 
have come fifth in the results.

Shell document 
‘signed in city’

AN IDENTITY check for a 
shell company belonging to 
Rami Makhlouf, Syrian 
dictator Bashar Assad's cous¬ 
in, was allegedly signed off in 
MK's Foreign Office branch. 

Following the Panama 
Papers data leak - which saw 
11.5million confidential 
documents released relating 
to offshore companies and 
how the rich can exploit their 


tax regimes - it has been 
claimed Foreign Office offi¬ 
cials were aware the busi¬ 
nessman had a shell company 
in a British Overseas Territory. 

Officials at the Milton 
Keynes branch allegedly 
signed off a certificate of 
incumbency - which is used 
to confirm the identity of 
those signing a deal on behalf 
of a company - for Drex 
Technologies, with the 
documents allegedly naming 
Makhlouf as a director and 


shareholder in March 2011. 

The documents had been 
couriered to the UK to be 
signed by the Foreign Office 
branch for a £30 fee. 

Although the Foreign Office 
declined to comment directly, 
it pointed to a statement by 
HMRC, which is investigating 
all the relevant information 
leaked in the Panama Papers. 

“We will closely examine 
this data and will act on it 
swiftly and appropriately,” 
HMRC said. 


IS YOUR FINAL SALARY PENSION 
SCHEME BAD FOR YOUR WEALTH?

It has long been a commonly 
held view that so called final 
salary pension schemes are 
sacrosanct. They are generally 
regarded as gold-plated 
and secure. However, since 
the new Pensions Freedom 
rules were introduced by the 
government on 6 April the 
whole ball game has changed 
significantly. 

One of the many pensions 
changes introduced was the 
ability to not only leave your 
money purchase pension to 
your spouse but also to other 
members of your family such 
as children and grandchildren. 
This means that if you want 
your pension to survive you 
and benefit your family you 
can now do so because your 
pension need not die with you. 
The problem with final salary 
pensions is that like annuities 
they die with you. Pretty much 
the best you can hope for is 
that your final salary pension 
scheme will provide a 50% 
widow’s/ widower’s pension 
on your death. On the second

of your deaths it dies with you. 
This is particularly pertinent if 
it is a large pension. 

We have a male client who is 
in his fifties with a wife and 
children. He has a company 
final salary pension scheme 
worth c.£900K. In the last year 
he has been diagnosed with 
cancer and although he has 
recently been given the all 
clear his life expectancy will 
probably be much reduced. He 
is quite wealthy and has other 
large pensions so retirement 


income is going to be plentiful 
in any case. 

We did a cashflow forecast 
comparing the income from 
his final salary scheme with 
that from a personal pension 
based on the pension transfer 
value offered by his previous 
employer’s pension scheme. 
We assumed investment 
growth of just 5% p.a. in a new 
personal pension. Staggeringly 
for all time periods up to and 
way past retirement his and 
his widow’s personal pension 
income was no worse than the 
income from his final salary 
pension scheme would have 
been. More importantly the 
value of his personal pension 
fund did not fall much at all 
in value! This means that his 
family in this situation would 
have been substantially better 
off to the tune of nearly £900K! 
He decided to transfer his 
pension preferring the “bird in 
the hand” approach. 

Please do bear in mind this 
is just one isolated case.

BADMINTON England has 
been offered a piece of land 
worth £3.6million in a bid 
to stop it moving out of the 
city. 

Milton Keynes Council lead¬ 
er Pete Marland yesterday 
approved a plan to release the 
landholding of land at the 
back of The National 
Badminton Centre at 
Loughton Lodge. 

This would allow 
Badminton England to use 
any money it gets from the 
site to create a new National 
Badminton Centre in Milton 
Keynes. 

Previous plans for a centre 
at The National Bowl fell 
through last year over 
problems with funding and 
land ownership. 

And Badminton England 
has reportedly considered 
leaving Milton Keynes and 
setting up a national centre 
elsewhere. 

Cllr Marland told OneMK: 
“The council are doing all we 
can to make sure Badminton 
England is supported in all it 
does. 


“Because Badminton 
England has a long leasehold 
on the land, it’s not like we 
can do anything else on it.” 

And Cllr Marland thinks 
Badminton England play an 
important role in shaping the 
status of Milton Keynes. 

He explained: “Even during 
austerity we look at the repu¬ 
tation of the city and having 
Badminton England here and 
athletes training here for 
Commonwealth and 

European Championships is 


good for Milton Keynes. 

“Part of the international 
sporting city is about that 
reputation and making sure 
MK bids for things like the 
Rugby World Cup.” 

There are several conditions 
to the plan such as Badminton 
England having to market the 
site and return any surplus 
funds back to the council. 

Badminton England would 
also cover any legal costs and 
manage the project 
itself.

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Appeal against 
store rejection

SUPERMARKET giant 
Sainsbury’s has confirmed it 
will appeal the decision to 
reject its proposal for a new 
store. 

On February 4 Milton 
Keynes Council turned down 
an application to build a shop 
and petrol station in Olney. 

But now Sainsbury’s will 
challenge the refusal and 
says it is ‘disappointed’ by the 
original decision. 

The proposed store was 
rejected at a meeting of the 
council’s development 
control committee with 
councillors citing the impact 
on Olney retail, inadequate 
parking and planning 
policies in rural areas as 
some of the reasons for 
refusal. 

Sainsbury’s has now issued 
a statement confirming the 
rumours that it would be 
appealing the decision. 

A spokesman told OneMK: 
“We were naturally disap¬ 
pointed with the committee’s 
decision to refuse the appli¬ 
cation, particularly consider¬ 
ing the recommendation 


from planning officers that 
the application be approved, 
and substantial support from 
the local community. 

“We have submitted a 
slightly revised application 
and will also be appealing the 
decision.” 

The proposed site for the 
store is at the corner of 
Lavendon Road and 
Warrington Road. 

The original scheme would 
have seen 160 full and part- 
time jobs generated for the 


local community, with the 
plans also displayed at an 
exhibition in the Olney 
Centre that attracted about 
240 visitors. 

A public survey presented at 
the February meeting by 
Sean McGrath, a director 
from Indigo Planning 
working on behalf of 
Sainsbury’s, showed 84 per 
cent of residents currently go 
to Milton Keynes, Bedford 
and Wellingborough for their 
weekly shop.

NATIONAL statistics showing 
that house prices have risen by 
more than 47,000 per cent in the 
Queen’s 90-year reign have been 
mirrored in Woburn, according 
to an estate agent. 

UK average house prices have 
increased from £619 in 1926 to 
£291,505 in 2016 - a rise of 47,021 
per cent. That equates to a 471 fold 
increase based on the data from 
the Office for National Statistics. 

And Ian Denton, partner at the 
Woburn office of Jackson-Stops & 
Staff, says the emergence of 
Milton Keynes as a business 
district has fuelled the rise in 
house prices. 

“That is a national figure but 
that would represent the sort of 



increase we have seen in Woburn,” 
said Mr Denton. 

“It’s phenomenal when you look 
at it. 

“What we have in our area is the 
influence of Milton Keynes as a 
business district. 

“It is really having an effect on 
increasing demand and there is a 
restriction on supply. 

“I personally worry about where 
prices are going. 

“Could we see the same rate of 
growth over the next 90 years? I’m 


not sure but something will have 
to give.” 

The research has been carried 
out to mark The Queen’s 90th 
birthday on April 21. 

It also predicts that when HRH 
Prince Charles reaches 90 in 23 
years’ time (November, 2038), the 
UK average house price will be 
£1.3million - assuming house 
prices rise at the same rate as in 
the last 23 years. 

On the same basis of rapid rising 
house prices, when HRH Prince 
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William reaches 90 in 2072 the 
average UK house price will be 
£11.3million, according to the 
research.

Doll’s house at Woburn Abbey would have made aunt Phyllis proud 


VISITORS to Woburn Abbey can 
see an historic dolls’ house, 
which has now been unveiled.

THE Parks Trust’s 
biodiversity officer 
MARTIN KINCAID tells us 
about the grass snakes 
that live in our green 
spaces. Read the full 
column at onemk.co.uk 


THE grass snake is the largest 
and most common species of 
snake in England. 

A full grown one can be 
more than one metre in 
length, however, they are 
non-venomous and totally 
harmless to humans, prey¬ 
ing on nothing more than 
amphibians and fish. 

Handling grass snakes is 
a bad idea as their defence 
against predators includes 
emitting a foul smelling musk 
-the stench is overwhelming. 

At this time of year snakes 
are emerging from their 
winter hibernation and it is 
not unusual for large numbers 
to congregate and bask in the 
sun together - known as 'lying 
up'. 

We often receive reports 
of adders from our parks but 
none of these scarce snakes 
are found in Milton Keynes. 

The cream or yellow 'collar' 
behind the head is the most 
distinctive feature of the grass 
snake, while adders have a 
clear zig-zag mark down their 
backs and are generally smaller 
in size and thicker bodied.

There is no statutory duty to provide specialist provision within mainstream nursery 
classes, and due to the pressures on all schools' budgets (the Dedicated Schools Grant), 
the council has decided to withdraw place funding for this specialist provision, and to 
stop automatic funding of transport costs to the provision.

When 
the rear bench is slid forwards, the 
boot provides 615 litres of space - a 
gain of 145 litres. Highlighting the new 
Volkswagen’s practicality is a towing 
capacity of up to 2,500 kg (depending 
on model and drivetrain) which is unique 
in this class of compact SUVs. 

The extended engine range of the new 
Tiguan gives customers the greatest 
possible range of choices for power, 
style and comfort. A broad line-up has 
been created to appeal to the widest 
possible customer base. 

In the UK the car will over time be offered 
with up to three new petrol engines, 
with power outputs from 125 PS to 
180 PS, and four new diesel engines 
ranging from 115 PS to 240 PS. All EU6- 
compliant, they are more powerful and 
more fuel-efficient than the comparable 
EU5 engines of the previous model. The 
diesel engines feature SCR catalytic 
converter technology, using the now 
familiar AdBlue additive. 

As order books open, the high-volume 
diesel will be available as a 2.0 TDI 150 
PS with 4MOTION all-wheel drive and a 
seven-speed dual clutch gearbox (DSG) 


or six-speed manual transmission; or 
with front-wheel drive and a manual 
gearbox. In addition the 2.0 TSI with 180 
PS, 4MOTION and DSG is also on offer 
from today. These engines are expected 
to account for around three quarters of 
UK Tiguan sales. Extended engine, drive 
and gearbox options will be available in 
two further order waves which open in 
the UK on the 5th May and 2nd June. 

The first wave of engines in the UK offer 
0-62 mph times of between 7.7 seconds 
(2.0 TSI 180 PS) to 9.3 seconds (2.0 TDI 
150 PS), with top speeds, where legal, 
ranging from 129 mph to 124 mph. For 
thefirst wave of engines, C02 emissions 
are calculated at between 125 g/km (2.0 
TDI 150 PS front-wheel drive with six- 
speed manual gearbox), to 170 g/km 
(2.0 TSI 180 PS 4MOTION with seven- 
speed DSG). 

Fuel economy for the launch engines, 
on the official EU combined cycle, 
ranges from 58.9 mpg (2.0 TDI 150 PS 
front wheel drive six-speed manual) to 
38.2mpg (2.0 TS1180 PS 4MOTION with 
seven-speed DSG). 

New Tiguan sets standards when it 
comes to safety, with a raft of active and 
passive safety measures delivered by 
virtue of the use of the MQB platform. 
Front Assist with City Emergency 
Braking and Pedestrian Monitoring; 
active bonnet; automatic post-collision 
braking and Lane Assist are fitted as 
standard (in Europe).The first active 
bonnet on a Volkswagen reduces the risk 
of injury to pedestrians and cyclists by 
lifting upward in the event of an impact 
- rising 50 mm within 22 milliseconds of 
an impact. 

The UK range will be badged 
using Volkswagen’s familiar S, SE, 
SE Navigation, SEL and R-Line 
designations, with diesel engines 
expected to account for around 95% 
of sales. The new Volkswagen Tiguan 
range is expected to be priced from 
around £22,500 (RRP OTR) when all 
versions are available, and deliveries of 
the first customer cars are expected this 
summer.

CLASS OF THE FIELD 

The Range Rover Evoque has been given a thorough 
once-over. It still looks much as before with only a few 
nips and tucks, but almost all the money has been 
spent under that very pretty skin. Efficiency improves 
with a new family of diesel engines and there’s some 
exciting equipment choices also on offer. It’s still the 
one the rest are aiming at. 

It’s a brave new world at Land Rover right now. 
The Freelander’s gone and the Discovery Sport 
has appeared, but the big news might well be the 
development of the Ingenium engines that look to 
put the company on a similar efficiency footing as 
the best of the Germans and Japanese. The Evoque 
gets the aluminium Ingenium diesel engine, built at the 
company’s shiny new £500m Engine Manufacturing 
Centre in the West Midlands. This TD4 unit is 20- 
30kg lighter than its predecessor and delivers low 
levels of vibration and noise intrusion. It’s offered to 
Evoque customers in two states of tune: 150PS in the 
economy-oriented eD4 front-wheel drive model, and 
180PS if you prefer a bit more poke and can’t do without 
all-wheel drive. 

Should you want to go faster still, you can buy the 
Evoque with the punchy 240PS Si4 petrol engine. 
This propels a three-door car through 62mph in just 
7.6 seconds and on to a top speed of 135mph. The 
nine-speed ZF transmission is available and it’s an 
option you really need to tick. It shifts between gears 
so quickly that ZF reckons it’s “below the threshold 
of perception”. An adaptive shift programme quickly 
matches the driving style and includes a memory 


function. A Torque Vectoring by Braking feature further 
enhances agility and safety by redirecting torque to 
counteract understeer. Off-road ability is enhanced 
with the fitment of All-Terrain Progress Control. 
This function maintains a pre-determined 
speed - selected using the cruise control function - in 
forward or reverse gears between 1.1 mph and 19mph, 
allowing the driver to concentrate on negotiating 
tricky terrain. 

The changes continue inside with updated seats 
and higher-quality soft-touch materials used for the 
door casings. The instrument binnacle has also been 
redesigned. Buyers still choose between three and 
five-door models, the key difference between which 
is the amount of room in the back of the car. Go for 
the five-door and the roofline is subtly re-profiled such 
that there’s 30mm of additional headroom. The rear 
row of seats, with seat belts and head restraints for 
three passengers, have 60/40 folding squabs and 
are equipped with ISOFIX child seat mounts. When 
required, luggage capacity can be expanded to a 
healthyl ,445-litres. The three-door has a boot that is 
a little smaller, measuring 550-litres with the seats in 
place and 1,350 with them folded. 

Land Rover has spent its money wisely with this 
Evoque. Not a lot really needed doing to the styling 
and the interior finish and there’s only been a bit 
of tidying up there; mere nips, tucks and tweaks. 
The engine range has come in for the lion’s share of the 
budget and it’s an investment that ought to keep the 
Evoque at the top of the class for some time to come. 
Rather depressingly for the Evoque’s competitors, 
it’s only the start of the roll-out of the Ingenium engine 
family. It’s just going to get better and better. 

That’s wonderful news for Evoque customers. 
The car’s just become significantly more economical 
and capable, both on road and off. Just about the 
only thing that can really sink this model is for it to 
go horribly out of fashion. That doesn’t look like 
happening anytime soon, but just in case, Land Rover 
has concentrated on substance over style with this 
revision. In doing so, the brand has future-proofed its 
biggest money-spinner.

Qualification 
reverts to 2015 
style for China 

QUALIFICATION will refer back 
to the 2015 format, it was 
announced on Monday. 

There has been a lot of criticism 
of the way drivers and teams 
have had to qualify for Grand 
Prix last season because of a lack 
of action on the track towards 
the end of sessions, with Red Bull 
team principal Christian Horner 
a definite advocate of changing 
the system. 

The FIA granted that wish on 
Monday ahead of this weekend’s 
Chinese Grand Prix, which Red 
Bull driver Daniil Kvyat is 
looking forward to. 

“I think the Shanghai Circuit is 
actually a really interesting and 
technical track,” said the 
Russian driver. 

“Turn One is a unique corner 
and the fast changes of direction 
in the middle of the lap are 


challenging. My first race there 
was in 2014 and we had a wet 
qualifying which made it 
challenging as we had different 
conditions for the race.” 

The circuit at Shanghai has one 
of the longest straights on the 
entire Formula One calendar 
followed by one of the tightest 
corners, and that is a challenge 
which Kvyat’s teammate Daniel 
Ricciardo is also relishing. 

“The straight at the Shanghai 
International Circuit is super 


long which makes it pretty 
different compared to other 
tracks. Coming off that straight, 
you then have to brake for one of 
the tightest corners on the 
calendar - you go from one of the 
highest speeds to the lowest. 

“Turns One, Two and Three are 
like one big corner, really long 
and uphill, and this makes it 
really tough on the front left 
tyre, it’s one of the toughest 
circuits for that which can be 
interesting.”

“At the end of every season, me 
and the chairman sit down and 
have a conversation about what 
direction we want to go in. 

“He'll say this is what we're going 
to do, this is what we're going to 
spend and then asks for my input. 

“First and foremost, I have to look 
at myself after every season and 
really question whether this is 
something I want to do next year. 

If it's not, I'm the wrong person for 
MK Dons. 

“The other problem is whether 
I'm the right one for the chairman 
because if I'm not, it will be 
constant banging heads against 
walls. 

“I really want to see this football 
club grow year-in, year-out.''

‘We need to restore pride’

MK DONS boss Karl Robinson still 
believes his side can beat the drop 
and is urging his players to ‘restore 
pride' in their remaining five 
matches. 

The Dons were thrashed 4-0 at 
home by relegation rivals Rotherham 
and are now sat on the brink of 
Championship relegation - nine 
points adrift of safety. 

Robinson admits the odds are 
stacked against his side in their bid 
for survival, but he insists there is 
still a chance the club could leapfrog 


one of the teams above them. He 
said: “We’re still not relegated - 
that’s the most important thing 
people need to realise. 

“I understand the predicament 
we’re in, it looks extremely difficult 
we can pull anything out of the bag. 

“We’ve fallen short in a number of 
areas this season - we have to be 
honest. 

“The league table doesn’t tell any 
lies and right now we’re the third 
worst team in the Championship. 

“There’s 15 points left and three 
teams are nine points ahead of us. 

“I wouldn’t be betting your house 
on it, but 15 points is a lot still to play 


for.” Robinson is also adamant the 
steep learning curve of the 
Championship will benefit the club 
in the long-term - regardless of 



whether the Dons suffer relegation 
or not. 

He added: “I think this club will be 
in a much better place for the last 12 
months. 

“I know the wrongdoings of the 
year and it’s the football club’s job to 
get it right, knock one or two things 
down and rebuild. 

“We all want to be in the 
Championship, it is as simple as 
that. Everything this year has put us 
in good stead to become a better 
football club.” 

The Dons will be looking to pull 
themselves closer to safety when 
they travel to Preston on Saturday.
